REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of an optical 
vend-sensing system and/or a vending machine having the claimed structure and 
claimed limitations, wherein a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. 
Please particularly note the combination of claimed elements and claimed limitations, 
including the transparent front and as claimed in claim 98 ; the dispensing mechanisms 
configuration, and especially noting the arguments filed by the Applicants on 2-13-04 
explaining around the obviousness-type double patenting rejection. Therefore, in light of 
the Applicants' arguments, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for 
allowance as being novel and nonobvious over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
